Since you seem to be one of the leading experts on the 
assassination, you probably saw the March broadcasts of 
C-eraldo Rivera's: Good-Night America which I believed showed 
Zapruder's film of the assassination for the first time on 
network television. What is your opinion of the guests who 
appeared on those shows? If you don't mind the flattery, 

I think you should have been on those shows.'. Even those who 
appeared on the show and criticized the Commission didn't seem 
to be that well informed. Prom what I hear of your intensive 
investigations in the National Archives, you know the evidence 
better than almost anyone.
